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j. Referred to the task of providing the President intelligence 
during his forthcoming trip. Mr. Sheldon noted that an internal 
White House memorandum indicated that State, Defense and Joint 
Chiefs of Staff can deal directly with the President while CIA, as it 
now stands, will furnish intelligence items to the White House 
International Situation Room which in turn will select items to be 
forwarded to the President. ACTION: The Director undertook to 
speak to Mr. Bundy about this. 


MR. KENT: 

Reported that ONE had contributed intelligence support to four 
NSC Task Forces on various countries and stated that since CIA is 
usually represented on such Task Forces from DD/P that any 
intelligence support required be brought immediately to his attention.

COLONEL WHITE: 


a Refe rred to a paper prepared by DD/P regarding additional funds 
for | l and after some discussion it was agreed that further work was 
required before submitting this proposal to the Director for his 
consideration. ACTION: DD/S and Mr. Barnes 

b. Referred to the discussion at the Deputies' Meeting on 26 May 
regarding the Career Service and noted that this matter had been 
raised at a Deputies' Meeting c h^piKg February 1961. The Director 
commented that he did not recall his being asked to abolish the Career 
Service. Colonel White remarked that such was not in fact the case, 
but the Legal Counsel had found a loophole in the current regulations 
and it was thought best that they be revoked and new regulations substituted 
therefor. He said at no time was it considered that the Career Service 
as such would be inoperative but rather during the period of re-writing 
the regulations, the various panels were instructed and had been 
following the usual Career Service procedure. 


MR. KIRKPATRICK: 

a. Reported that the proposed letter to Senator Fulbright regarding 
the establishment of a Joint Committee on CIA had been discussed with 
Mr. Mike Feldman who wanted to further discuss it with Mr. Bundy. 
Mr. Kirkpatrick said Mr. Feldman did not have an opportunity to do 
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this pending Mr. Bundy's return from accompanying the President 
during his trip to Europe. This information has been conveyed 
to Senator Fulbright and there is no objection on his part. 

b. Raised the question of Senior Staff Meeting on Monday, 

5 June. The Director commented since he would be out of the city 
on that day, he would decide later whether the meeting should be 
held later in the month.
